ANOTHER BLUNDER. 
OUR CARTER PUTS HIS FOOT IN IT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinetron, D. C., May 22.—Carter Har- 
rison this forenoon precipitated a crisis upon 
the House, from which the Democrats failed to 
extricate themselves. For this he has been to- 
day made the subject of the bitterest denuncia- 
tion by his party. Without consultation, he rose 
to a question of privilege, and offered a resolu- 
tion proviaing for an investigation into alleged 
frauds in South Carolina and Oregon by the 
Potter, Committee, provided the majority of that 
Committee should see fit to make the investi- 
gation, and further declaring that the title of 
tho Presidency was settled by the Forty-fourth 
Congress, and that the present Congress has 
no power to disturb that decision. The 
Democrats were greatly excited at the 
introduction of this question. Speaker Pro 
Tem. Sayler promptly ruled that, inasmuch as 
the original subject matter had been decided 
by Speaker Randall and the House to be 

A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE, 
Mr. Harrison’s motion was also a question of 
privilege. Finley, of Ohio, the man for whom 
Alfred Morton claims that he received the 
principal evidencein the Florida case upon 
which the Democrats rely, promptly moved to 
lay Harrison's motion on the table. Other 
members moved its reference to the Potter 
Committee. None of these motions were 
put, and Speaker Sayler submitted the 
question whether the Harrison motion was a 
question of privilege. A roll-call was ordered. 
Every expedient was exhausted to obtain time 
for consultation by the Democratic leaders. 
Pending this call the Democratic members were 
divided. Democratic members of the Investiga- 
tion Committee, including Potter himself, went 
to the Speaker’s table and 
ANXIOUSLY SCANNED THE RESOLUTION. 

It was noted, however, that they paid no atten- 
tion to any part except to that affirming the 
integrity of the Presidential title. Carter Har- 
rison, meanwhile, walked up and down the 
aisles, his hands in his pockets, the object of a 
concentrated assault of the indignant Demo- 
cracy. It had been hard to bring Harrison 
under party discipline to vote for the 
Potter resolution. His action to-day was in 
defiance of party discipline. Clarkson 
Potter nimself, white with rage, approached 


Harrison and upbraided him. McMahon, Cly- | 


mer, and all the Democrats whose seats he 

passed, were seen in a very earnest manner to 

resent the action of their colieague. Ona viva 

voce vote the Democrats decided that it was 
NOT A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 

The ayes and noes were demanded. The 

Democrats sought to avoid a record. 

As the roli-caill proceeded many refused to 
vote, among them some of the most notable 
Democrats. Potter himself withheld {his 
vote until after the second call, and 
then, with some apparent hesitation, voted 
that it was a question of privilege: Some 
members of the Potter Committee voted nay. 
Every action of the Democrats pending roll- 
call indicated that it is their purpose to attack 
the Presidential title. The portions of Harris- 
on’s resolution relating to the President alone 
gave them any concern. Finally the vote was 
announced—71 ayes to 50 nays, and the point 
was made that there was no quorum. Mr. Har- 
rison, who had been subjected to much pressure 
during this exciting interval, rose, and, stating, 
amidst deafening cries of Order,“ “Order,” 
that he did not desire to obstruct public bust 
ness, yielded to the demands of his Democratic 
associates, and 

— WITHDREW HIS MOTION. 
Harrison’s friends were disappointed, for they 
had thought that, having had his conscience 
quickened in the interval since the Potter reso- 
lution passed, he had renewed his original de- 
termination to be independent, and had decided 
to show his independence by adhering to the 
resolution which he himself introduced. Har- 
rison’s effort to charge the Republicans with the 
defeat of his resolution for the reason that they 
did not vote is a specious one. The question 
upon which vote was taken was not upon the 
adoption of the resolution. It was upon the 
question whether it wasa matter of privilege. 
The Republicans would have been guilty of the 
grossest personal and 
PARLIAMENTARY INCONSISTENCY 

to have voted that Carter Harrison's proposi- 


tion was a question of privilege when they had 
fought five davs last week upon the theory that 
the Potter resolution 

WAS NOT A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGS, 


‘and the two resolutions in that regard were 


upon the same footing. No Representative, 
without stultifying his record, cad have voted 
with Harrison that the motion Wasa question 
of privilege. Besides, the Republicans have dis- 
avowed all responsibility for this investigation. 
They determined that the Democrats should 
be held responsible for a movement for which 
they alone voted, and, it they desire to 
put a parliamentary interpretation upon its 
meaning, it is for the Democrats to interpret 
their own acts, and not for the to 
assist in any such interpretation. Besides, if the 
Republicans had voted against the question of 
privilege, it would have been charged that they 
DENIED THE PRESIDENT’S TITLE. 

If the Potter resolution did not mean that the 
Democratic managers propose to lay the founda- 
tion for an attack upon the Presidential title, 
it was for the Democrats tosayso. They de- 
clined to say so when the Potter resolution was 
passed; they declined to say 60 to-day. 

Carter Harrison was independent and cour- 
ageous enough to give them an opportunity to 
say so, but he was not independent and cour- 
ageous enough to insist that a Democratic 
quorum which is undoubtedly in the city should 
be made to vote. 

The proceedings showed clearly that the 
Democrats were not disposed to assert that it 
is not the intention of the Democracy to prepare 
for revolution. On the contrary, their acting, 
tairly construed, can oly mean that they desire 
to 

HOLD THE QUESTION OF REVOLUTION OPEN, 
subject to the result of the investigation. That 
was the attitude assumed by Potter when his 
resolution was originally presented. The Dem- 
ocrats make much of Clarkson Potter’s honor, 
and assume that he has disclaimed that any ac- 
tion against the President is intended. Potter 
is considered an honorable man, but he is not 
the Democratic party, neither is he the majority 
of the Committee of which he is Chairman, and 
he did not say and has tot said that he is op- 
posed to reopening the Presidential question. 
On the contrary, he dieinctly said, “ t can 
be done after the inqdiry is completed, what 
ought to be done, showid be determined only 
after the inquiry has bean completed.” That is 
a sentence from the speech which the Demo- 
crats quote as indicating that the purpose of the 
resolution | 
IS NOT REVOLUTION. 

Potter has only said the question of revolution 
is held in abeyance. That point the Democrats 
reaffirmed in the House to-day. Harrison thinks 
that he has committed the Democratic party 
and House to the assertion that the title ot 
Hayes is unassailable. He has committed it to 
no such thing. The proper interpretation of 
the action of the Democrats in the House to- 
day,is that they agree With the speech of Potter 
when the resolution wag introduced originally, 
and that they will not decide that they did not 
intend revolution, but that they will keep it an 
open question whether they intend revolution 
or not. 

WILSON’S BESOLUTION. 

This is made more apparent by subsequent 
proceedings of the House this afternoon. Di- 
rectly Carter Harrison yielded to the pressure 
of his party associates, Mr. Wilson, of West 
Virginia, presented a resolution which mean- 
whiie had deen reduced to writing by Springer, 
and approved by the Democrats, for the Potter 
Committee, if it is disposed to do so, to investi- 
gate Electoral frauds in any State. But the 
country will not fail to note the omission. It 
omitted the portion g® the Oarter Harrison 
resolution which declared thatthe decision of 
the Electoral Commission is irrevocable. This 
omission was intentional. Wilson’s resolution 

COULD NOT OTHERWISE HAVE PASSED. 
Indeed the Democrats endeavored to smother 
even that by moving to refer it to the Potter 
Committee itself. In this they were defeated, 
the Republicans voting nay, the vote to 
smother, technically called to refer,“ stand- 
ing 89 yeas to115 nays. The Democrats then 
put a bold face upon what was to them a very 
bad matter, and consented to pass the Wilson 
resolution without a division. The resolution 
means nothing. It simply says that there can 
be an investigation outside of Florida and 
Louisiana if the partisan Democratic majority 
of the Potter Committee please to think it ad- 
visable. 

THE DEMOCRATIC POSITION, 

as the result of the action of the House, is this: 
The Democrate, being given the opportunity to 
declare affirmatively that the resolution must 
be construed to mean that it is not the inten- 
tion to attack the Presidential title, declined to 
do this, and on the contrary passed a resolution 
which has no meaning, declaring that there may 
be an investigation outside of Florida and Lou- 
isiana if the Democratie majority is so disposed, 
The action of the Democracy makes it more 
than probable that if the Democrats can find or 
make any evidence through this investigation 
which will furnish the possible pretext for revo- 
lution, they will make the investigation-report 
the basis for i 

DECLARING THE PRESIDENTIAL OFFICE VACANT. 

Carter Harrison, in an interview to-night, 
states his position and views, which the Demo- 
crats will endeavor to impress upon the public. 
From the opinions of leading Republicans 
which have been summarized in the preceding 
dispatches the fallacy of Harrison’s conclusions 
will be clearly seen: *‘ I Was consistent through- 
out. I tried to get an amendment by which the 
House would recognize Hayes’ title. Potter 
apd every lawyer on the Democratic side thinks 
the action of the Forty-fourth Congress con- 
clusive. But he could not open the door to an 
amendment. I voted against seconding the 
previous question, hopipgte force in my amend- 
ment. But finding I could not 

I VOTED WITM MY PARTY. 
A different vote would have done no good. I 
then resolved to get in my resolution at an- 
other time, and did so today. Several of my 
party voted against me under a misapprehen- 
sion. The Republicans refused to vote. There 
was no quorum. I feared the Republicans 
would again filibusterpso | withdrew my reso- 
lution. I gained my point. The majority of 
the Democrats have said they are not aiming at 
disturbing Mr. Haves’ title, but intend to see if 
frauds were really committed, and if committed, 
let the country know 
WHO BROUGHT THEM ABOUT. 

Had the Republicans given the House a quorum 
to-day, I do not think twenty Democrats would 
finally have voted against my resolution, 1 
know several who hold that Mr. Hayes’ title is 
legally settled who yet voted against me, be- 
cause they found that to send Oregon and South 
Carolina to the Committee would give it too 
much to do to enable it to report this session. 
They wanted me to raise a separate Committee, 
but that would have looked as if I wanted to go 
on the Committee.

The undercurrent of dissatisfaction among 
the Democrats over the forcing of the Potter 
resolution upon their party strengthens daily. 
Secretary Sherman’s unqualified charge of for- 
gery upon those who have workea up the case 
against him continues to create demoralization. 
To-day he further declared that, if the Commit- 
tee would give him a fair chance, he would con- 
vict those pursuing him in this matter of lying, 
of libe!, and

Ta DEMOCRATIC ELEPHANT. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer (Dem.). 

WISuIN rox, D. C., May 21.—There has been 
such a change of sentiment here on the subject 
within the last twenty-four hours, that a good 
many long-headed Democrats boldly declare that 
the party has an elephant on its hands. 
This change of sentiment is attributaple 
to the tact that the members are hearing 
from their constituents. The large majority 
who write on the subject say that they depre- 
cate the agitation of the Presidential question ; 
that, no matter what is or may be its ultimate 
end, it ig calculated to distract the country, to 
destroy that confidence to which the people 
were fast returning, and, worse than all, ina 
political view, to firmly unite the Republican 
party, which had fast been going to pieces for 
the want of some live issue upon which it could 
once more — 

A sample of the feeling expressed by the 
people is contained in a letter received by Car- 
ter Harrison, of Chicago, who reluctantly voted 
for the resolution. He was elected to Congress 
as a Democrat by a light majority. He has al- 
ways had the support of an organization 
numbering 200, Known as the a- 
tional Society. The President of the 
Society to-day advised him that, in 
consequence of his vote for the Potter resolu- 
tion, he would not henceforward receive its sup- 
port.

B. F. ALLEN. 


The United States Judges at Des Motues 
Give the Notorious “ Banker” a Very Dam- 
aging Certificate of Moral Character 
Frustration of Some of His Attempts to 
Swindie. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Des Moters, Ia., May 22.—In the United States 
Circuit Court, this morning, Judge Love lifted the 
blanket mortgage from the estate of B. F. Allen, 
when, rotten with fraud, it feli in tatters. The 
Court showed that the question was whether the 
pretended mortgage could be sustained under the 
common law. As Ww the parties to it, Allen, 
Stephens, and Blennerbassett, it seemed to be a 
iaw of their uature to contradict one another. 
What one affirmed the other would deny. Their 
disregard of truth and moral obligations was so ap- 


parent that, unless corroborated by out- 
side evidence, their testimony was utter- 
ly worthless. Tae Judge here prescnt- 
ed the contradictions and misstatements 


of these parties, as shown in their evidence and 
correspondence, and concluded by saying that 
there was an abundance outside of their testimony 
to guide the Court to the unerring conclinsion that 
the mortgage was a fraud on the creditors at com- 
mon law. A most scathing denunciation was pro- 
nounced against the glaring intention manifested 
»y Allen, Stephens, and Blennerhasstt, especially 
the latter, to defraud. The fact that Stephens and 
Blennerhassett knew of Allen's Mmeolvency when 


the mortgage was made, their concealment of 
it, and the manner of recording, meanwhile 
seeking to obtain money for Allen's use, was 


evidence of fraudulent intent. Blennerhassett wrote 
letters signed by Allen to deceive creditors, 
Allen's creditors and the Cook County Bank were 
deceived by the concealment of the mortgage and 
false representation of Stephens and Blennerhas- 
sett. The Court said the bank of Allen, Stephens 
& Co. was started in New York without a doliar of 
capital, the office-furniture being paid for with de- 
positors’ money, and that Allen was insolvent be- 
fore he went to Chicago. Judge Dillon fully con- 
curred in the opinion. The court-room was crowd- 
ed, Mr. Allen being present. Tue opinion occupied 
nearly one and a half hours in rapid reading. 
This afternoon Judge Love, of the United States 
District Court in bankruptcy, dissected Mr. Allen's 
petition to set off his homestead here from his 
estate in bankruptcy, and the result wasa dis- 
astrous showing for Allen. One of two things was 
certain. If the lowa homestead was exempt, he 
was guilty of fraud and perjury in exercising suf - 
frage in Illinois, and various oaths and affidavits 
made as President of the Cook County Bank. If 
the IIlinois homestead was exempt, his attempt 
to transfer bis homestead to lowa was a 
fraud on his creditors, b attempting to 
exempt $49, 000, the difference between 
his Chicago and lowa homestead. The 
evidence was indubitable that he had abandoned 
his Iowa homestcad, and, therefore, his petition 
must be denied, and the property go into and be a 
part of his estate in baukruptey. Judge Dillon, of 
the Circuit Court, by request of. all parties, sat in 
the case, and concurred fully in the decision of the 
District Judge. So glaring and parpable were the 
frauds set forth that itis the opinion of lawyers 
present, from all partsof the State that the case 
will not be taken to the Supreme Court.

As far 
as can be gathered from the details permitted 
to come through, there was an organized con- 
spiracy to restore Murad, who was in the Tcher- 
agan Palace at the time. Murad denies any 
knowledge of the conspiracy. It is reported 
that he has since been removed to Topkapou. 

The number of revolutionists is variously 
estimated by correspondents of London jour- 
nals at from 100 to 500, though the Government, 
in a circular tothe Turkish representatives 
abroad, says the number is thirty.

Under pretence of organizing an expedition to 
ald the Rhodope insurgents he secured a suffi- 
cient number of adherents to make Monday’s 
attempt. Persons arrested are said to be com- 
promised by papers found in Ali Suavi’s house 
after his death. 

The affair created the utmost consternation 
in commercial aod financial circles in Constan- 
tinople. It is said the outbreak was carefully 
timed, when all the Generals and prominent of 
ficials of the Seraskierate were absent at Buyuk- 
dere. It is believed the position of the War 
Minister is compromised. 

ARMY MOVEMENTS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 22.—The Russian 
troops continued to-day their forward move- 
ment toward Belgrade forest. Gen. Skobeleff, 
reinforced with artillery, has stationed his troops 
close to the Sweetwaters. Osman, Baker, 
Moukhtar, and Fuad Pashas to-day inspected 
the Turkish lines and ordered the detachments 
in front not to retire.

FALSE REPORTS.

The present Roumapian 
Cabinet will never lend a hand to the conclusion 
of a second treaty with the Power which vio- 
lated the convention of April, 1877. 

RUSSIAN AGENTS. 

Boston, Mass., May 22.—The Russian Gov- 
ernment, through its agent, Cupt. Grippenburg, 
has opened negotiations with a Boston iron 
company for the manufacture of heavy ord- 
nance, and a special price-list, with full particu- 
lars as to the capacity of the works as at pres- 
ent run or under the highest pressure, has been 
submitted at the request of the Russian agent. 

ENGLISH NAVAL ORDER. 

New York, May 22.—The Bulletin is informed 
by the Captain of the steamship Canima, from 
Bermuda, that the English ironclad Serious, 
a swift cruiser, has left that port with sealed 
orders, supposed for the coast of Maine, to look 
after the movements ef Russian vessels in that 
quarter.

The Philosophers Assembled at Cincinnati 
Tackle the Political System of the Coun- 
try—Proceedings of the Conference of 
Charities. 

Cincinnati, May 22.—At the General Session of 
the Social Science Association, Mr. Bradford, of 
Boston, read a paper on Congress and the Presi- 
dent, “ advocating the admission of the Cabinet 
officers to the floor of Congress. The Hon. George 
H. Pendleton was present, but declined to debate 
the question. Mr. Bradford was followed by Perry 
Belmont, of New York, with an able paper on the 
same subject. Mr. Belmont said: The question 
deserves careful consideration, and those who 
have experience in the practical business of 
the legislative and executive branches of the 
Government of the United States are the most 
competent to discuss it. He cited the fact that 
the heads of Departments were once little more 
than mere adjuncts of the President, but, in the 
opinion of many persons, they have been raised 
into -a body outside the Constitution, and the 
Cabinet has been a sort of co-ordinate and fourth 
branch of the Government, with its own discretion 
and policy, and wita no tie of inter-dependence 
between it and the House of Representatives 


other than the welfare of the common 
country as each understands it. He 
quoted from the statutes creating the 


several Executive Departments, and defining the 
duties of their respective heads as. the expression 
of the opinion of men who were members of the 
first Congress. In respect to the right of the 
law-making power of the Government to control 
the heads of these Departments, he recommended 
the adoption of a measure by Congress that would 
ermit Secretaries of State, War, Treasury, Navy, 
nterior, Attorney-General, and Postmasters- 
General to occupy seats on the floor of either 
House, with the privilege of discussing 
any measure appertaining to their Depart- 
ments, and compelling them to attend at 
certain times and give information in reply 
to questions asked under the rules. He called at- 
tention to the resolution recently introduced into 
Congress to admitthe heads of bureaus to the 
ol advocated by himself and Mr. Brad- 
ord.

In the Department of Jurisprudence Prof. Wey- 
land presided. Papers were read by Prof. J. N. 
Pomeroy, of Rochester, on an international code, 
which was debated at some length. 

Prof. C. A. Kent, of Detroit, followed with a 
paper on The Elective Franchise. The debate 
on Prof. Kent's paper was very spirited, Mr. 
Groesbeck, Judge Taft, Mr. Bradford, and others 
participating. The question of woman suffrage 
was discussed, and a general opinion was expressed 
unfavorable to it. Also the same opinion was 
reached regarding any restriction on the present 
suffrage, Prof. Kent having proposed a limitation 
of suffrage in cities. 

In the Conference of Charities to-day a long and 
lively debate followed Dr. Allen’s paper on In- 
sanity and Dr. Suther’s paper. 

As the Rev. F. H. Wines is intending to visit 
Europe to examine the construction and manage- 
ment of insane hospitals, a resolution was 
adopted recommending him to the favorable con- 
sideration of foreign Governments, and asking 
their aid to facilitate his investigations, 

G. 8. Robinson, of Illinois, was made Permanent 
Chairman of the Conference, and the Secretaries, 
Mesers. Byers, Milligan, and Sanborn, in consulta- 
tion with the Chairman, were authorized to fix the 
time and place of the next Conference, which will 
probably be called at Chicago in 1870.

house somewhere between Moscow and Nijni Nov- 
gorod. It is divided into three principal parte 
connected by galieries. It is profusely decorated 
with pinnacles and tarrets of the most fantastic 
description, reminding one somewhat of vrigis of 
the Kremlin. The roofing is throughout of zinc, 
which suits the light pine wood capitallx. 

Switzerland has erected a sort of railway-shed, 
almost as ugly in its way as the United States 
atrocity. In the middle is a clock, with bells, and 
two figures which strike the quarter and half- 
hours, to the huge delight and admiration of some 
visitors. 

And now we are in front of the magnificent Bel- 
gian facade,—the largest, most elaborate. hand- 
somest, and best builtin the avenue. It is a re- 
production of the Hotel de Ville of Bruges, built 
during the sixteenth century,—a period peculiarly 
favorable to the development of picturesque archi- 
tecture.

A little fartner 
on, Denmark has a small but pretty facade, — 
rather Beigian in style, I suspect,—constructed of 
imitation red brick. The chief pointin it is the 
handsome porch, with its dark marble columns.

a white plaster fac-simile of the famous Porch of 
the Belem Monastery, a mass of delicate fretwork 
and quaint Gothic figures; and, lastly, here is the 
building representing Holland,—not unlike some 
houses you may have seen in Antwerp and Brus- 
sels, but heavy and solid, as becomes the archi- 
tecture of the fat, patient Dutchmen. Another 
step will take us into the galleries of the palace. 
For the present, I dare say, you will not be sorry 
to rest. Aye, but where are the benches? Mr. 
Krantz has forgotten them. The only thing for 
you is to take one of the bath-chairs which ply up 
and down the palace. They cost a mere trifie, — 
two anda half francs an hour,—and in an hour 
you can see a great deal, if you see with under- 
standing.

Sharp Reply of Dr. D’'Unger to the Criticism 
of T. D. Williams, M. D.

ia talking about, besides being ignorant of the 
provrieties of life as they exist among medical gen- 
tlemen, who are governed bya code of ethics which 
recuiates their intercourse with each other. T:. 
D. Williams, M. D., remarks that the higher medi- 
cal authorities say that the effects to be produced by 
Peruvian bark when given for its anti-periodic and 
tonic properties re augmented by giving it in in- 
fusion. Now the higher authorities don't say any- 
thing of the kind, but exactly the reverse, as wit- 
ness this from the UnitedjStates Dispensatory "’ 
(page 306, edition 1876), the highest of the high 
authorities, —the official guide-book of every med- 
ical college, educated physician, and druggist on 
this continent. Says the authority in question, 
article **Cinchona™: It is evident from what 
has been said that an infusion of the bark, on ac- 
count of the tannin-like principle which it con- 
tains, may precipitate gelatin, tartar-emetic (a 
deaaly poison), and the salts of iron, without hav- 
ing a particle of cinchonia, quinia, or other alta- 
loid in its composition, and that, consequently, 
any inference as to its value, drawn from these 
chemical properties, would be fallacious." 

The learned T. D. Williams, M. D., ' farther 
gays that the Kinates of cinchonia and quinia 
are to be obtained in the greatest quantity from the 
red bark by infusion, the water being firet acidu- 
lated with sulphuric acid, which assertion etamps 
him to be a finst-class ass, because these kiuates 
cannot possibly be obtained by water, the viscid 
matter procured by a boiled-down infusion having 
to be treated with alcohol to separate, or rather 
chemically produce, the kinates. That is what the 
United States Dispensatory says on the subject— 
see page 306. , 

Let us prove him, the said T. D. Williams, 
M. D., still deeper. He agserte that the higher 
authorities’ admit thatthe kinates of cinchonia 
and quimia are useful in some forms of accvhol- 
ism. Where does he get this ‘‘higher author- 
ity,” unless it is from my published prescription, 
which is the fitst one ever printed in book 
or newspaper looking to the destraction of 
an unaccumulative stimulant by displacing it with 
an accumulative one’ Iam the physician who has 
made the new departure. The old method of treat- 
ing this disease of dipsomania, as laid down in the 
books, is to guiet or soothe the nerves by means of 
some one of the preparations of opium (iaudanum 
or morphia), valerian, ether, chloroform, hydrate 
of chloral, etc. The druggists of the country do 
not keep the Kinates of cinchonia or quinia, hence 
could not fill prescriptions in which they were or- 
dered, and why?’ Simply because these kinates 
are not procurable by them, they (tae kinates) 
being bat isomeric results obtainable from and 
contained in cinchonia and guinia, which are the 
alkaloidal preparations of cinchona, prescribed 
the world over. 

Let me, please, go a little farther. This T. 
D. Williams, M. D., says the lupuline in beer is 
an anti-periodic, which it may be for anght lI 
know: but, so far as I have read, I have learnea 
that but one physician,—Dr. Godberry, of Massa- 
chnsetts, ever claimed for it anti-periodic prop- 
erties, and Dr. G. did that many, many years ago 
—in those days when the dying fever patient in 
agony cried out. Give me water, and the med- 
ical attendant at hia side cried out in return, like 
„„ T. D. Williams, M. D., For God's sake, 
don't touch it. Instead of being gauged as an 
anti-periodic, aff physicians who can perceive the 
difference between a needie and a crowbar, pre- 
scribe lupuline as a narcotic\a sleep-producer. 
And it proves itself to be a good one, as ail beer- 
drinkers and old women, including T. D. Will- 
jams, M. D., can testify. 

I micht go on and continue to show the intelli- 
gent readers of THE Trisune that T. D. Williams, 
M. D., is an ignoramus, who could more fittingly 
sign ** B. D. Beer Drinker) to his name than M. 
D.; dut, I think from the facts above given, no 
one can fail to discover that he is not only an ass, 
but a very long-eared ass at that. As to who he 1s, 
I know not. One of the oldest physicians in Chi- 
cago—one who has practiced in that city since its 
inlaucy- writes to me: No one here knows him, 
either as an allopathic orhomeopathic practitioner; 
but all medical men who have read his views 
against your theory guess him to be à fool. 

And, in conclusion, Mr. Editor, give me the 
space to add that the tinctare of cinchona is doing 
a great deal of noble work, and is fully appreciated 
by such men as Dr. Austin Flint, of New York. 
Were it not sol should not try to uphold it, be- 
cause nothing, in my opinion, could be more per- 
niciously vicious than for one at my time of life 
(or for any one at any time of life) to em- 
bark in an attempt to deceive the poor and suffer- 
ing. Let me advise T. D. Williams, M. D.. to 
abandon his beer theory, cease his experiments. 
and try cinchona rubra; yet be will hardly do this, 
because I am satisfied he thinks Iam on the up- 
ward way to the tenth heaven of medical glory, 
and be wants to get a taste of it by hanging to my 
coat-tail; but III fool him by wearing a rounda- 
pout.

SUBSIDIARY SILVER COIN.

Will you be 
ind enough to explain the difference between a 
debt of the Government founded upon a bond pay- 
able toarich man and that based upon fractional 
currency issued to be used by the poor man is not 
as much entitled to payment in gold as the bonds; 
ana, if so, did not the Government dishonor itself 
by paying it in subsidiary silver below standard 
value of silver coin?

THE VOSBURG CASE, 
Special Dispatch to Ne Tribune, 

New York, May 22.—A sensational and unex- 
pected development in the Vosburg poisoning case 
developed itseif out of court this afternoon. Mrs. 
Hattie Vosburg, wife of the accused pastor, was 
for the first time since the opening of 
the triaf! absent from the court-room when 
the proceedings opened this morning, nor did she 
make her appearance later. Her absence was ex- 
plained by a rumor tbat she had been taken sud- 
denly ill with a return of the troubles from which 
she suffered when the antimony was alleged to have 
been administered her. The rheumatic gout had 
left the stomach and returned to her limbs. Before 
the trial commenced. It was stated it had sudden- 
ly attacked the stomach again, and she was obliged 
to take to her bed. Phyllis, the colored 
nurse, appeared at the Court- House some time 
before noon and hastily sammoned Mrs. 
Manton away, with the information 
that her sister was at the point 
of death. Her absence had been noticed dy Dis- 
trict-Attorney McGill, and, when the rumor of her 
illness reached bis eais, he suspected it might be a 
ruse to cover her flight. Early in the trial he an- 
nounced that if the defense failed to 
call the wife, the prosecution would call 
her in rebuttal, and determined to thwart the flight 
if the lady attempted it. He accordingly asked 
the Court for a capias for Mrs. Vosburgh's arrest, 
the purpose being to detain her as a witness for 
the State. The writ was placed in the 
hands of Constavies Stanton and Foley, and they 
soon after returned to the Court-room without her. 
Presuming Mrs. Vosburgh’s renewed illness had 
prevented her from accompanying the officers, a 
reporter visited Dr. Carpenter to learn the nature 
of her trouble. 

Why, said the Doctor, she has left for

CASUALTIES. 


A GREAT FLOOD. 

Denver, Col., May 22.—A terrific rain fell upon 
large areas of Douglas and El Paso Counties, this 
State, yesterday afternoon. It is believed to have 
been the most violent along the spur of the Rocky 
Mountains which separates the headwaters of the 
Arkansas and Platte Rivers. Cherry Creek, which 
empties into the Platte at Denver, and which is or- 
dinarily dry, was suddenly deluged at 1 o'clock 
this morning, and in less than an hour the entire 
western portion of the city was flooded. Seven 
bridges were swept away, and a large amount of 
other property destroyed. Owing to the efficiency 


and industry of the fire department the en- 
tire population of the district devastated 


was aroused and warnsd in time to 
escap ana it is now belle ved that 
no lives have been lost im the city beyond that 


of an unknown man whose dy was od in a 
freight car, where he had probably been asleep. 
The flood involved several other streams on either 
side gf the Divide, and the Denver & Rio Grande 

road lost a bridge near Colorado Springs, and 
nas deen unable to run any trains on this end of 
the road to-day. ‘Three bridges have been 
Swept away on the Kansas Pacific Railroad. A 
freight-train on the latter road containing eighteen 
cars fell through the bridge across the Kiowa, 
burying with it John A. Baker, engineer, Frank 
Selden, and John Piatt, freman, whose bodies 
have not been recovered. The debris and drift 
from Cherry Creek lodged against the Colorado Cen- 
tral Railroad bridge accross the Platte, and forced 
out a portion of its supports. This road also sus- 
tained considerable damage on its Cheyenne divis- 
ions, but it is believed that its trains and those of 
the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad will move regu- 
larly to-morrow afternoon. ° 


A FLOOD AT DEADWOOD, 

Deapwoop, D. T., Jan. 22.—A heavy snow 
storm in this vicinity last week followed by warm 
weather and rain caused the Deadwood and White- 
wood Creeks to again overflow their banks and 
flood a great portion of the town. A two-story 
building on Lee street, occupied by the Mankato 
Furniture Manufacturing Company, was carried 
with great rapidity down stream 200 yards, where 
it struck a bridge and went to pieces. A man who 
was unable to get out before leaped from the 
house on the bridge just befere the collision. 
Several smaller houses were also carried 
away by the flood. Edward Preble-was struck 
by a failing roof and knocked into the stream, but 
finally rescued. fle received a severe gash in the 
head: No fatalities have yet occurred, Much of 
the road between this point, Lead City, and Cen- 
tral has been washed away, and much damage to 
placer claims has resulted. The entire damage 
thus far is about $50,000, principally to miners. 
The water is still rising.

THE MENACE OF REVOLUTION. 

Some of the Democratic members of Con- 
gress are making individual efforts to remove 
the impression that the Porrzr investigation 
is not designed to crowd Hr out of 
office.” These are the men who, in the light 
of public opinion already expressed, have 
come to agree with ALEXANDER H. STepuens, 
who declared at the very outset that the 
movement was not only unfair but impolitic, 
and would be bad for the Democratic party. 
Mr. Morrison, of this State, anxious to save 
his skin at the next Congressional election, 
is very emphatic in disclaiming any revolu- 
tionary purpose; he voted for the Pottery, 
but feels pretty sure that the Seventeenth 
Illinois District will never return any man 
to Congress who furthers or sanctions the 
Mexicanization of our Government. Many 
others, especially among the Southern mem- 
bers who are beginning to hear from home, 
are equally solicitous to free themselves from 
the suspicion of supporting a cabal that has 
revolution in view. But these individual 
disclaimers will not now pass for anything 
but what they really are,—personal, selfish, 
and cowardly attempts to escape punishment 
for participation in a revolutionary pro- 
ceeding. 

The real purpose of the Porrer resolution 
isknown. The Democratic majority refused 
to append to the resolution a pledge that 
there was no intention to disturb President 
Hayes, when such a pledge was demanded 
by OCaszy Youno, of Memphis, Tenn. They 
refused to admit the resolution offered by 
Mr. Harz, of Maine, which widened the 
scope of the’ investigation so as to include 
Democratic frauds. The admission of such 
evidence would have made room for an offset 
of frauds which would have defeated their 
designs on the Presidency. They réfused 
to admit that impeachment was the object in 
view, because this was the only lawfal way 
of reaching Hares, and it would fail. There 
remains, then, the single purpose of declaring 
by resolution, after a one-sided and probably 
perjured investigation, that Hares and 
Wiwi were not elected, this to be fol- 
lowed by the recognition of Torx and 
Henpricks, and then civil war. If the Por- 
TER investigation, under these circumstances, 
be not a threat of revolution, then it is ridic- 
ulously aimless. 

Investigation cannot be the purpose. If 
that were the case, the Democrats would have 
given & general and official assurance there- 
of; the pretense would not merely be set up 
by a few scared politicians fearful that they 
will not be re-elected. Mere investigation is 
unnecessary in Louisiana, since Monntsox, 
who was Chairman of the Committee which 
investigated that State after the election, 
says that nothing new can be discovered 
there. The pretended new evidence from 
Florida does not warrant a new investigation 
in that State, because the new witnesses are 
impeached by their own words. Every one 
of them—MeLx, Dennis, SIR — has as- 
cribed the usual motive of the disappointed 
office-seeker for his so-called confession.” 
Had these fellows been taken care of, they 
would not have spoken. They were all cheap 
men; every one of them would have been 
satisfied with a place worth $800 or $1,000 
a year. Had there been anything to sup- 
press—any guilty knowledge on the part of 
Haves, SHERMAN, or any other part of 
the Administration—all these ‘+ squeafers ” 
would have been hushed by Government 
employment. The fact that their “ claims” 
were ignored or rejected, along with their 
own admissions that neglect had brought out 
their pretended revelations, sufficiently attest 
the worthlessness of their testimony.

| stitutional methods, and the holy horror of 


Mexican methods,—all these have already

of revolution. Au investigation which starts 
out upon the basis of forged letters and the 
testimony of self-convicted rascals, and then 
refuses to hear the other side of the case, 
could not comm the sympathy of the 
American people under any circumstances ; 
but, when it is designed moreover to inaugu- 
rate a revolutionary proceeding that would 
eventually destroy the American Republic, 
it can only result in the defeat und disgrace 
of the party responsible for it. 


DEMAGOGUES AND THE ARMY. 

The debate on the Army bill is developing 
much rampant demagogism in the House of 
Representatives. The pending bill is to re- 
duce the army to 15,000 men from the 
present number of 22,000. On this subject 
the Democratic demagogues are endeavoring 
to make political capital by denouncing the 
employment of Federal troops to restore 
order and commerce during the railroad 
riots last year, and insisting that there shall 
be no national police this year to be used for 
any such purpose. Oonspicuous among 
these blatant brawlers is Ben Bort, who 
expects to be a candidate for Governor of 
Massachusetts this fall on the Communist 
ticket. 

One of the great difficulties in forming 
the National Union was the comparative 
helplessness in which it would leave the 
several States, which would have neither 
army nor navy for defense. To have a 
National Government with each State having 
a separate army and navy would be fatal; 
so the Constitution, while prohibiting the 
keeping of troops or navy by any State in 
time of peace, also provided that the United 
States shall protect each State against 
invasion, and, on the application of the 
Legislature or of the Governor, shall pro- 
tect such State against domestic violence. 
Two things were thus provided: first, that 
the only army should be the national troops, 
and that the United States assumed the 
obligation to furnish each State with armed 
police to suppress any domestic violence, 
the State Government to determine 
when the services of such national 
police should be needed. To reduce 
the army to 15,000 men on paper, 
which practically means 12,000 effective 
men, and scattered among 264 posts, is to 
put it out of the power of the President to 
carry out his constitutional obligation to the 
States. There is no instance of the Federal 
troops by orderof the President being em- 
ployed in any State, in time of peace, to 
quell disorders, without the previous re- 
quest of the State authorities; and during 
the long term of disturbances, last year, and 
in all previous years, where national troops 
have rendered assistance to the State, there 
has been no time when it has been neces- 
sary for such troops to fire a gun or take 
human life. Their interference has always 
been confined to the restoration and pres- 
ervation of peace. As such troops cannot 
be employed in a State except at the request 
of the State Government, there can be no 
fear of any usurping occupation of any State 
by any national military force. In point of 
fact, they become, at the State’s demand, a 
part of the police force of the State. 

When Ben Burn, and Ase Hewnrrt, and 
the other dirty demagogues in Congress, pro- 
test t hat the army shall be so reduced that 
no portion of it shall be employed to put 
down men who strike for better wages, and 


who are the victims of the grasping tendency | 


of capital,” they are guilty of inviting crimes 
end disorders and of perpetuating ignorance 
which is as disgraceful to them as it 1s to the 
general intelligence of the class they profess 
to befriend. Wehave never heard of any 
intelligent man objecting to the moral or le- 
gal right of any person, or number of per- 
sons, striking for wages, or refusing to work 
if he did not want to, for any cause. How- 
ever foolish a strike may be at certain times, 
we never heard of any “ capitalist ” who 
favored the employment of force or of any 
legal measure to prevent the strike or 
compel men to work against their will. 
The great strike of the railway men last 
year was, so far as it was confined to a re- 
fusal on the part of those who struck to 
work, entirely legitimate, though fora time 
it atrested the commerce of the country. 
But when those men who did strike, and 
those who sympathized with them, resorted 
to force and violence to prevent other men 
from working, then they were guilty of that 
injustice and crime for which there can be 
no apology. For every railway man who 
struck, there were 100 other men, represent- 
ing as many families, suddenly deprived of 
employment and the means of living. The 
interruption of business, the stoppage of 
operation in mauy other branches of pro- 
ductive labor, was of incalculable loss to the 
laboring men who had no occasion or desire 
to strike. 
the supremacy of disorder over law and 
authority, was a signal to the criminal class 
and Communists to engage in their voca- 
tions, and pillage, and arson, and personal 
violence, and armed usurpation of authority, 
followed with their costly results. The 
State Governments of West Virginia, Mary- 
land, and Peunsylvania were utterly power- 
lers for such an emergency. Their State 
police and militia were wholly ineffective, 
and were openly derided and fired upon by 
the mobs. Those States appealed to the 
President for protection under the Constitu- 
tion, which demand he obeyed. The mere 
presence of a few companies of regular 
troops in each State at the points of disturb- 
ance restored order, enabled men to go to 
work, renewed laborin the mines and at the 
furnaces, in the mills and at the factories, 
and put the wheels of trade and commerce 
in operation all over the land. 

Who are those interested in labor? The 
one class have capital, which they invest in 
buildings, machinery, materials, and in funds 
to pay wages. Another class, having no cap- 
ital, are those who contribute labor in ex- 
change for wages. And the third class, 
which includes more than half the people 
of the country, are the agricultunsts, 
who own their own capital and 
perform their own labor. When 
men vote to disband the army to 
prevent the National Government from aid- 
ing the States to preserve the peace, protect 
property, and enable men working for wages 
to continue at work, and to suppress domes- 


The interruption of labor, and | 
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tio violence, in whose behalf do they speak ? 
There are many hundreds of thousands of 
men now out of employment, and in receipt 
of no wages. Have these men no rights en- 
titled to protection? If all of them were 
offered work to-morrow, would it not be cruel 
as well as infamous to permit them to be shot 
down and maltreated for attempting to earn 
the means of living for themselves and fami- 
lies? Would not society fall into a state of 
anarchy if the right of men to employ and be 
employed and to work for wages that they 
need was incapable of protection, and each 
was only permitted to labor at the discretion 
of an armed and irresponsible mob such as 
held Pittsburg last July? 

The capital that is invested in buildings, 
mines, machinery, and materials, and in the 
wages funds, is as essential to the working- 
man who has no capital as is his own 
strength. Without it he has no shop, no 
tools, no machinery, and no wages. The 
attempt, therefore, of these demagogues to 
array popular hatred against employing 


assumes that the man who has no money must 
treat the man who employs him as an enemy. 
It ignores the facts that the employer who 
earns the greatest profit can employ the great- 
est number of workmen, and can pay the 
greatest wages; and that he who wars 
against employed capital wars for the reduc- 
tion of the number of employed men, and 
for the reduction of wages by destroying the 
means of employing and paying for work. 
No one knows these things better than Bor- 
LER and Hewrrr, both of whom are wealthy 
men, and yet for mere electioneering capital 
they appeal to the assumed ignorance of 
workmen, and endeavor to array the em- 
ployed against the employing class. 

Against these demagogues are, and always 
must be, Opposed the great conservative 
farming population,—the people who own 
their own capital and perform their own la- 
bor. When the mobs and the criminal class 
arm themselves and undertake to dictate to 
the men on the farms that no owner of land 
shall labor, that he shall only hire those who 
are permitted by a mob to be employed, and 
that such persons shall only work the num- 
ber of hours, and shall be paid the wages 
fixed by some irresponsible body, it is prob- 
able this farming population will be heard 
from, rebuking the demagogues who insist 
there shall be no police authority exercised 
in this oountry, and that all persons and 
property shall be deprived of Governmental 
protection and be subjected to mob rule, 
mob violence, and to the justice that is ad- 
ministered by the torch, the bludgeon, and 
the revolver. }

THE a man mange LANDS N ILLI 

We have repeatediy called attention to the 
appropriation asked by the representatives 
in Congress rom the Southern States for the 
construction of Igvees on the Lower Missis- 
sippi River. It is variously estimated that 
the necessary levees will be 2,000 miles long, 
the cost for their original construction 
#300,000,000, and will cost 10 per cent of 
that sum annually to keep them in repair. 
It is estimated that this work will enable 
owners of the lands now subject to overflow 
to reclaim them, and that the products of 
these lands—cotton, sugar, etc.—will be add- 
ed to the annual general wealth of the 
country, and be beneficial to the people of 
every section. We have before us a map, 
prepared and published by a committee of 


both sides of the Mississippi River below 
Cairo, for many miles on each side, is in- 
cluded in the lands which it is proposed to 
reclaim at the cost of the United States. 

There has been just issued by the State 
officers a table showing the number of acres 
of land in the State of Illinois which are 
overflowed or so undrained as to be unculti- 
vated lands as rich as any on the Mississippi 
River, but which are virgin to the plow, be- 
cause of overflow, or because so low that 
they remain under water all the year round. 
This table is interesting. The whole num- 
ber of acres of this kind of land in IIlinois is 
1,813,096, and is confined to no parts of the 
State. Thatits value may be understood, 
we give the figures of some of the counties, 
giving no counties except those where the 
number of acres exceed 20,000 :

The table also gives the present product- 
ive value of these lands in each county, and 
the productive value of the same lands if 
drained or protected from overflow. Of 
course the present value is mostly nominal. 
The figures given for Pike County will suf- 
fice for illustration. The wet or submerged 
land in that county contains 101,648 acres, 
having a present value of $1 per acre; the 
value of the same lands if drained will aver- 
age $37 per acre, adding $3,710,152 to the 
list of taxable property of thecounty. The 
main part of these wet lands lie in the great 
corn belt, though many counties produce 
both wheat and corn. The corn-producing 
counties suffer badly from these wet and 
overflowed lands. In 1876 some of these 
counties had under cultivation in corn the 
following number of acres :

In these same counties; there are over 
825,000 acres of the best corn land in the 
United States incapable of cultivation be- 
cause of being covered with water. The 
lands, like those along the Mississippi River, 
are private property, and, being covered 
with water, have no productive value. If 
reclaimed, they would be worth $50 an acre, 
and yield greater profits to their owners than 
any land between Cairo and the Texas line.

ernment is to begin the paternal work of 
improving the farming-lands of some six or 
eight States, especially by draining the over- 
flowed lands and erecting permanent pro- 
tection from high water in the future, then 
it is possible that the owners of these water- 
covered lands in Dlinois will ask to share in 
the paternal benevolence and providence of 
Congress. Alongside of [Illinois is the 
State of Indiana, with several millions of 
acres of land which might be reclaimed and 
made valuable, but which are now value- 
less. Wisconsin and Minnesota may have 
afew millions also of private land which 
can be reclaimed, and which the people of 
those States may propose to reclaim at their 
own cost. Why not include them all in a 
general bill, like the River and Harbor bill 
for instance, and have all the low lands in 
the country drained, and all the high-water 
dyked out? In order to equalize the bene- 
fits to all sections alike, the States that 
have lands which are valueless for the want 
of water, such as the western parts of Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, and California and Colora- 
do, as well as many of the Territories, should 
be supplied with a complete system of irri- 
gation. Owners of land that is incapable of 
cultivation because of a scarcity of water 
have as strong claims for Governmental aid 
as have the owners of land which is afflicted 
with too much water. , 

To build levees on the Mississippi River 
will require an expenditure of $300,000,000. 
To drain the water-covered lands in Illinois 
will cost the people of this State $35,000,- 
000, but would cost the Government $70,- 
000,000. It will only require the issue of 
that many more bonds, and, on the princi- 
ple that bonds do not cost anything, why 
should the people of Illinois tax themselves 
$35,000,000 when, by uniting with the people 
of the Lower Mississippi, the owners of land 
on the Missouri River, the Red River, the 
White River, the Green River, the Black 
River, the Wisconsin River, Cumberland and 
Tennessee Rivers, the Yazoo, Arkansas, 
and all other rivers, and the owners of all 
the water-covered lands, including those of 
North Carolina and Florida, have a general 
appropriation of bonds, so as to reclaim, 
levee, fenve in, and otherwise put in a high 
state of cultivation all the unproductive 
lands of the country? That would be ex- 
pensive in bonds, but it would be magnifi- 
cent! It would evince the grandeur and 
riches of a paternal Government, and would 
add to the attractions of the Republic that 
of abenevolent Government putting and 
keeping every man’s farm in order, sup- 
plying it water when too dry, and car- 
rying off the water when too wet. We com- 
mend the drainage of the low lands of IIli- 
nois to the Representatives in Congress from 
this State, that when the levee bill is to be 
enacted they secure an appropriation for 
drainage in this State, say of $50,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 of bonds. N 

HEWIT?’S IGNORANCE. 

In the debate the other day on the Army 
Appropriation bill, Mr. Hxwrrr, of New 
York, asserted that ‘‘ Communism never had 
a footing in this land, and never would 
have.” If Mr. Hewrrr is as ignorant as the 
first part of the above sentence that we have 
quoted indicates, in regard to what has al- 
ready happened, it isnot surprising that he 
should proceed to tell us what will occur in 
the future. The same paper that prints Mr. 
Hxwrrr's speech also publishes a dispatch 
from St. Louis, of which the following is the 


substance : | 
In answer to acall addressed to the working- 


men who had seen military service, either in this 
country or in Europe, between 300 and 400 men 
met at Turner Hall last nigcut. F. Am- 
REIN called the meeting to order, and stated the 
object to be to take steps towards the organization 
of military companies, to be composed exclusively 
of workingmen who were military veterans, to 
serve the purposes of workingmen and easy 
them against encroachment on their rights by mil- 
itary and police forces which have been arrayed 
against them in the attignde of outlaws. . Several 
speeches of the usual Socialistic and Communistic 
character were made, a great deal of enthusiasm 
manifested, and some 250 enrolled as the army of 
workingmen. These men have got no arms, and, 
so far as known, no means have been devised to 
procure them. They will, however, in all proba- 
bility, purchase guns as individuals, and commence 
to drill at once. 

If arecruiting office had been opened in 
St. Louis for the purpose of enlisting veter- 
ans to enter the United States army, and 
after being properly advertised the recruit- 
ing officer had secured ten men the first day, 
he would have congratulated himself upon 
the successful inauguration of the enter- 
prise; but here are three or four hyndred 
Socialists who respond to the call at the 
first tap of the drum,” and 250 of them, the 
dispatch states, enrolled themselves as 
soldiers under the Workingmen’s banner. 
These men are not raw recruits, mark you, 
but such as have seen service, either in 
this country or in Europe; and consequent- 
ly are ready for business at a moment’s 
notice, without any drilling ortraining. Any 
old army officer will tell Mr. Hzwrrr that 250 
veterans are worth more than 1,000 newly- 
enlisted men for immediate service, A 
soldier cannot be made in a day. A brave 
man may face death without flinching, but 
patriotism is one thing and the ability to per- 
form all the duties of a soldier in 
an efficient manner, when the supreme mo- 
ment for skillful and decisive action arrives, 
is quite another. If Mr. Hrwrrr thinks 
Communism has not already got a strong 
foothold in this country, he is mistaken; 
and if he thinks it will be discouraged by 
such speeches as he made in Congress last 
Saturday, he is also mistaken. If the first 
call in St. Louis brings together 250 vet- 
erans,—the nucleus of an army that no one 
will affect to despise,—other calls and other 
meetings may add immensely to the number 
of these trained men, whose object is, ac- 
cording to the statements of Mr. Aunmix, 
to protect themselves against encroach- 
ments on their rights by military 
and police forces.” In other words, if 
a strike is agreed upon, aud the 
leaders decide to take the men off a certain 
railroad that may not have acceded to their 
demands as to an increase of pay, and stop 
the trains, these veterans are organized to 
resist the encroachment of military and 
police forces which may be arrayed against 
them for the enforcement of the laws, to 
protect property, or to keep the peace. To 
the simple comprehension of a loyal man 
who has been trained in the line of law and 
order, this meeting at St. Louis, in its spirit, 
proceedings, and intent, was as near an overt 
act of treason or conspiracy against the 
Government as it is possible for men to get 
and yet miss the mark. The military and 
the police are not an aggregation of private 
persons doing business by the job for indi- 
vidual profit, but they are the executive of- 
ficers of the law; their uniform is the in- 
signia of authority, and to resist them 
in the exercise of their legitimate duty is to 
defy the sovereign authority of the realm, to 
spurn peace and good order, and to invoke 
the spirit of chaos, disorder, and anarchy. 
With precisely the same propriety the burg- 
lars and thieves of St. Louis might arm and 
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legally-constituted authorities lies at 

foundation of both propositions, and 
equally fatal to both. A striker is worse 
than a burglar, because the former openly 
incites riot and defies the law, while the lat- 
ter modestly seeks the shelter of darkness 
for his unholy deeds, and hides his bad ex- 
ample as well as he can from the 
sight of his fellows. But let us come back to 
the illogical statements and unstatesmanlike 
views of Congressman Hxwrer. He said, 
„It Communism should break out, the Pres- 
ident is authorized to call out the militia.” 
And so, if the Asiatic cholera breaks out, we 
can call out the doctors. But prevention in 
either case is infinitely better than cure,— 
for Communism and cholera are malignant 
diseases that are sure to bring violent or 
sudden death in their trail, and the judicious 
course is to guard against the outbreak of 
both. A standing army within easy reach 
acts upon the body politic as any wholesome 
sanitary regulation does upon the social sys- 
tem, allaying tendencies to irruption and dis- 
sipating poisonous gases by the introduction 
of healthy elements. At Pittsburg last July 
we had a beautiful specimen of the efficiency 
of the militia to quell a riot. The 
trouble is that half of the militia 
is in sympathy with the mob, and the 
latter know it, and are therefore not 
regarded as dangerous customers. A Sheriff's 
posse, composed of the friends and intimate 
acquaintances of a lot of rioters, will not do 
much damage to the men with whom they 
expect to associate as neighbors after the 
excitement is over. Men who own property 
that may turn to ashes under the touch of 
the incendiary’s torch, when lighted by the 
spirit of revenge, will be slow to take upon 
themselves the responsibility to vindicate the 


majesty of the law by quelling riotous pro- 


ceedings. Hence the vast superiority of the 
soldiers of the regular army in suppressing 
domestic violence ; and hence the absolute 
folly and madness of attempting to reduce the 
army to the point of worthlessness under the 
demagogue’s plea ofeconomy. It is not econo- 
my, but in the end it will prove to be the 
most wasteful and unjustifiable prodigality. 
And yet the scheme to reduce the army is 
eminently Democratic.

HOW THE GAME WAS PLAYED. 

Shortly after the presentation of BLArIrR’s 
Maryland memorial to investigate Haygs, 
the New York Herald procured interviews with 
all the Democratic members then in Washing- 
top, and published two or three pages of their 
views. More than three-fourths expressed de- 
cided opposition to the purpose of the BLair 
memorial and to all attempts to reopen the 
Presidential question, yet, as the Herald now 


remarks— 

These same gentlemen, who publicly washed 
their hands of complicity with any movement 
looking in that direction, sustained Mr. PotTrer 
during the protracted dead-lock of last week and 
voted for his resolution. This remarkable change 
of front by so many Democratic members is a po- 
litical phenomenon which excites curiosity and 
requires explanation. Why has such a multitude 
of Democratic Congressmen so suddenly changed 
ground? Whathas induced them to act against 
their recent convictions on a subject of so mach 
importance? 

The Herald then proceeds to answer its own 
questions, based upon what its Washington staff 
have been able to find out. It says: 

The truth is that systematic coercion has been 
practiced by Mr. TILDEN 's agents upon the Demo- 
cratic members. They were industriously threat- 
ened with the wrath of their constituents if tae 
failed to toe the mark in this investigation. If it 
be asked how there can any terror in such 
threats and what power Mr. Tr_pEn has to execute 
them, itis to be remembered that new Congress- 
ional elections take place this year, and that the 
thoughts of members are occupied with their 
chances for renomination, There is hardly a man 
among them that has not an aspiring Democratic 
rival in his own district who would gladly 
supplant him. Mr. Titpgen’s still hunt 
has extended into all the districts, and in 
most of them he aad his man selected to run against 
the present member if the latter kicked against the 
PotrerR resolution. This widespread scheme of 
silent preparation would not have been much re- 
ene if acunning pian had not been concocted 
or rendering it effective. It was given cut by Mr. 
TILDEN’s emissaries that the Florida documents in 
the hands of his friends are so startling and so ab- 
solutely overwhelming that nothing will be able to 
stand against them when they are published. 
These formidable pieces of evidence have been 
withheld from the inspection of the threatened 
members, wbo have been asked to accept the con- 
fident assertions of Mr. Titpen’s agents. If 
the alleged proofs are as astounding and dam- 
aging as the tools of Mr. Tilo assert, 
the menaced Democratic members, who cling 
to their places, have an intelligiole motive for 
yielding to the threats. The Porrer resolution 
having been thus carried through by a tissue of art- 
fu) exaggerations intended to practice upon the 
fears of members who are soon to appeal to their 
constituents, the actual idvestigation is likely to 
prove a flasco. Thereis a great deal less evidence 
than has been represented. All that is real was 
given to the public several weeks ago. McLin’s 
confession, which caused so much excitement at 
first, has dwindled into a very small affair, like a 
soap bubble which collapses into dirty suds. When 
McLixn is summoned as a witness before 
the Potter Committee he willbe as ready to 
testify to Democratic frauds in Florida as to Re- 
publican frauds, forsince his so-called confession he 
has professed a large knowledge of both. DEX NIS

Gov. Surru, of Wisconsin, has just returned 
to Madison.after a protracted visit to Washing- 
ton.

Smiru 
said that the real friends of the President are 
not at all alarmed at the prospect, and are 
ready to counter any blows that the Democratic 
Committee may give. He is of the opinion that 
the passage of the PoTTER resolutions will serve 
to allay some bitterness of feeling heretofore 
existing in some quarters between the Presi- 
dent’s party friends, and that the outcome of 
the event will be greater union and harmony in 
the Republican ranks. On the other hand, the

INDIANA GREENBACKERS.

{xpraxarouis, Ind.. May 22.—The third State 
ntion of the Buchanan party in this State, 
ghich has finally denominated itself the National 
Greenback Labor party, was held in this city, and 
was pot so numerously attended as the managers 
pad hoped, for the call contemplated 1,075 dele- 
but not more than a third of that number 
was present, and these came from about twenty 
counties outside of Marion and Vigo, where the 
new party seems to have a hold. These twenty 
counties are mostly Democratic, being situated in 
the First, Second, and Twelfth Congressional Dis- 
tricts. Deniocratic politicians and managers made 
sdesperate effort to capture the Convention, but 
felled to make an impression. They seemed to 
realize that two parties traveling on platforms so 
pearly alike as the one of Feb. 22 and that of to- 
day would fare badly at the polls in a fight with the 
honest people. There was a little fight over the 
Chairmanship, but Plan Buchanan finaliy captured 
it, over the protest of the delegation of the Fifth 
District, who considered his election part of a set- 
up job, and refused to concur. The Convention 
was called to order by J. L. Miller, of 
Chairman of the Central Committee. 
He said that, as this was the first Convention held 
under the present organization, it would not be 
improper to briefly state the reasons for the neces- 
sity of the organization of the Nationa! party. This 
he did in a speech of about half an hour, during 
which it was developed that the necessity for the 
National party existed in the attempt to reduce the 
debt of the pegple to its original gold value and ap- 
preciate property to its true value in 
lawful money, and to accomplish this re- 
gut the party looked to the workingmen 
foreapport. Archibald Johnson, of Montgomery, 
was made Temporary Chairman, and, in a few 
minutes, introduced the Plan as presiding officer. 
Buchanan fired off a long roll of manuscript at the 
Convention, which was considered on the stage to 
pean abstruse effort far beyond the range of the 
average intellect, but the National who thinks the 
Plan infallible professed to be highly edified. An 
adjournment was then had for dinner, after which 
the platform was first read. It is long, emphatic, 
and denunciatory, the joint production of the 
Chairman of the Convention and Maj.

THE PENNSYLVANIA DEMOCRATS, 
Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PittTspurae, a., May 22.—The excitement at- 
tending the present State Democratic Convention 
is greater than has been known in eighteen years, 
it being generally understood that it is a contest 
between Wallace and Randall for absolute su- 
premacy of the party. Wallace's candidate is A. 
H. Dill, and Randall is for anybody to beat Di), 
his strength being divided upon Jenks, McCund- 
less, Hopkins, and Maish, with Hopkins leading 
the field. The first blood was drawn to-day by 
Wallace in the election of R. Milton Speer as tem- 
porary Chairman. All the friends of the 
candidates in opposition to Dill were 
united in support of William L. 
Scatt, of Erie. Each side had chosen its strongest 
man, and while the vote gave no indication of the 
comparative strength of the other side, it wasa 
severe trial of Dill'e strength. The result was 
received with great applause by the Wallace men, 
the Senator himself risingto his feet hat in hand 
and leading the cheers for the successful candidate. 
The enthusiasm was dampened somewhat in the 
afternoon, “however, when it was found that the 
opposition had a majority of the Committee on 
Credentials, upon whose decision fifteen votes 
rested. The Committee then went to work vigorous - 
ly, at first seating all the Randall contestants from 
Philadelphia, among whom there were several who 


had never been voted for in the primary election. 


Among those ousted was W. V. McGrath, a lead- 
ing Wallace man of the delegation. This caused 
great indignation. The Convention waited hours 
for the report, and finally adjourned without get- 
ting it. It was understood there would be a great 
fight over the report, a substitute in favor of the 
Wallace men being contemplated. After the ad- 
journment of the Convention, however, the Ran- 
dall men became alarmed, and took the back- 
track, reversing the decision ousting McGrath. 
upon condition that the Wallace men would 
agree to make the report unanimous. The 
agreement was made, and more compro- 
mises followed. The report now gives 
the opposition to Dilla gain of sixteen, according 
to Randall’s claim, and of six according to Wal- 
lace. George M. Dallas, Randall's right hand man 
from Philadelphia, will be admitted. The trial of 
strength will now be made directly on the first bal- 
lot for Governor to-morrow morning, and both 
parties express confidence of victory.

THE HOMEOPATHS. 
THE SECOND DAY’S SESSION 

of the twenty-fourth annual meeting of the Illi- 
nois Homevpathic Society opened yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock, in the Grand Pacific, President 
Vincent inthe chair. The attendance was fully as 
large as that at the opening of the first day's ses- 
sion. 

An invitation was read from the physicians of 
Freeport, asking that the next annual meeting be 
held in thatcity. The matter was temporarily 


postponed. 
STATISTICS. a 

Dr. Hoyne presented a statistical report in rela- 
tion to the profession. From the report, it ap- 
peared that, during the year, the number of 
homeopathic physicians in IIlinois had been in- 
creased by the addition of thirty-six, making the 
entire number at this date 475. Probably there 
were more, as some difficulty had been experi- 
enced in procuring the exact figures. During 
the past year, Dre. M. L. Reed of Jacksonviile, A. 
P. Holt of Lyndon, and L. H. Holbrook of Chicago, 
had closed their earthly labors and passed to the 
land where Homeopaths and Allopaths lie down 
together, and dwell together in unity. 

CLIMATOLOGY. 

Dr. H. P. Gatchell, of Mt. Airy, Ga., an honor- 
ary member of the Society and Chairmen of the 
Committee on Climatolgy, submitted a report of 
the result of his observations and discoveries in the 
Department of the Gulf. Having witnessed the 
effects of the hot, humid air peculiar to the low 
lands of the Gulf States, he had for more than 
forty years opposed this climate as a refuge for 
consumptives. His later observations had only 
confirmed those conclusions. The rule was, 
in a majority of cases,—and it could 
not be violated without danger, —- 
that consumptives must seek neithera hot nor 
a cold climate, but one that was cool, and yet 
without hability to extremes of heat or cold. He 
himself had advised patients to avoid Minnesota, 
where the extreme cold was, in his opinion, preju- 
dicial to sensitive systems. There were convinc- 
ing reasous why consumptives should seek a cool 
climate. In many cases where he had advised this 
class of invalids to travel in search of healta, im- 
provement had always followed. He did not. 
however, claim that climatic influence invariably 
produced favorable results. although the cases 
which had come under bis care had terminated 80 
successfully. With proper regard for hyyienic 

rinciples and medication, such favorable results 

ad generally followed. 

Dr. D. A. Colton, of this city, presented a paper 
on the Diseases of Children, which was to have 
been submitted the day before, and which was 
briefly discussed. 

SURGERY. 

Reports on surgery were nextin order. Dr. W. 
Danforth. of this city, Chairman of the Committee 
on that subject, referred at length to several cases 
of ovarian tumors which he had been called upon 
to treat during tne year, their culiarities, mode 
of treatment employed, etc. Fuere was consider- 
able discussion as to the expediency of resorting 
to surgical operations in such cases, at the conclu- 
sion of which the paper was referred to the Publi- 
cation Committee. 

Dr. A. G. Beebe, of the same Committee, read a 
paper on the subject of ‘* Spinal Deformuties."’ At 
the request of the Society he exhibited and ex- 
plained the manner of using an appliance adapted 
to the treatment of such cases. The exterior 
frajne-work resembled a large-sized baby-jumper, 
the ends of three poles being united in a block 
about five feet fram the floor. To the block was 
fastened a wooden frame, to which the patient, 
in ectual operation, is suspendea by means 
ofa combination of hooks, straps, bandages. etc. 
The Doctor claimed that the appliance was calcu- 
lated to make, and actually, had made, crooked 
spines straight without pain tothe patients, who, 
indeed, had expressed themselves as pleased with 
their suspension, like Mahomet’s coffin, between 
heaven and earth. At the request of the Society. 
he agreed to give a practical test of its efficdcjat 
5 o'clock in the afternoon at the clinic. / J 

On motion it was decided that members who had 
severed their connection with the Society conld. 
on paymhut of back dues, be reinstated. 

Dr. Charles Adams read a per on wouhd- 
dressings, recommending the antiseptic system as 
the best adapted to relieving patients from pain 
and danger. 

Dr. C. H. Von Tagen spoke in high terms of the 
open dressing, recently discovered. The plan 
was, in brief, to leave the wound open, and to im- 

regnate the air which the patient breathed with 
romine. Results in numerous cases had con- 
firmed the good opinions formed of the new sys- 
tem, of which the feature of simplicity was no 
small recommendation. 

Dr. Danforth spoke briefly in favor of the 
**earth-dressing.”’ Inasmuch as we were of the 
earth, earthy,”’ and as earth was always near at 
hand, while bromine was not, he thought the 
*-earth-dressing"’ would be found most conven- 
tent, and, if the practice of others was similar in 
its resulte to his, most useful. 

Dr. M. B. Campbell, of Joliet, enlightened the 
Society with an account of the way in which he 
had some years ago, by no particular or patent 
method of treatment, brought a man through all 
right who had been stabbed in the abdomen, the 
wound penetrating even to the kidricy. 

Dr. Trott, of Wiimin ton, described the mode 
of treatment in a case which came under his pro- 
fessional care some time ago, and in which he was 
assisted by Dr. Danforth.

Dr. Tooker, Chairman of the Board of Censors, 
reported favorably on the applications of the fol- 
lowing-named physicians for membership in the 
Society, and recommended their admission: Drs.

Dr. J. P.Mills gave the results of hig experience 
in dealing with children's diseases at the Found- 
lings Home. There had been a good deal of 
whooping-cough at the institution, and, while most 
of the white children had recovered, the biack 
ones never did get well. The capillary bronchitis 
which had been epidemic lately at the institätion 
Wis traceable, he thought, to the fact that the 
weather had becn very wet. and the opportunities 
tor drying certain articles worn by very young 
infants very much abridged, in consequence 
of which those articles were adjusted while ina 
damp state, to the great discomfort of the young- 
sters, and, as he believed, to the contracting of the 
disease above mentioned. 

After the reading of the paper and some brief 
remarks ou the sudject by Dr. Duncan, the Society 
adjourned until 2 p. m. 

Un reassembling in the afternoon, the Society 
listened to the reading of a paper by Dr. C. H. 
Vilas, of this city, a member of the Committee on 
Opthalmology, which described with great minute- 
ness the eflect of syphilis on the eye, and the 
modes of successful treatment pursued by the Doc- 
tor in several cases cited. He was followed by 
Dea. W. H. Woodyatt and F. II. Foster, both of 
Chicago, in papers devoted to discharges of the ear 
undeye. Dr. M. Ayers followed witb a paper on 
the subject of Abscesses. . 

© ANATOMY. 

Dr. E. H. Pratt, Chairman of the Committee on 
Anatomy, ina paper of some length and consider- 
able interest, magnified his office in pleading for a 
more thorough devotiontothe study of anatomy 
in the colieges. He regretted to say that the sub- 
ject had, indeed, cometo bear the relations of a 
oore. a soporific, as it were, to the students, all of 
which ought not so to be. In the course of his 
talk the Doctor exhibited the preserved remains of 
a liver in which there had been an abscess that 
broke both ways in a highly interesting man- 
ner, us he said. He also produced and described 
the remainder of a neck in which several vertebrae 
were misplaced without causing paralysis. An 
ulcerated stomach of some poor sufferer was also 
shown and descrived. Then the Doctor brought 
forth the heart of an engineer on the Northwestern 
Road who had suddenly reversed his engine, thus 
avoiding a terrible accident. and had expired with- 
in twenty-four houre, probab) from the 
suddenness of the effort required in reversin 
the engine. The heart was seven inches long an 
five wide, but for all this its walls were as thin as 
tissue paper. And after this orave engineer had, 
by a giant effort, prevented a horrible wreck, 
though at the Joss of his life, the railroad company 
not only did not relieve the material wants of his 
wife, but did not even thank her. The Doctor's 
talk, while brief, proved to be of consideraule in- 
terest to his audience, who rewarded it with ap- 
plause.

disturbance of the liver was not associated | 
with this disease, but was the real, cause, 
as he believed, of rheumatic attacks. He had no 
qualms of conscience in accusing the liver with re- 
sponsibility in the production of rheumatism, hav- 
ing seen the disease so often and so generally asso- 
ciated with a distinctly bilious condition so gener- 
ally combined with a rueumstie attack that he 
could not regard tne association as a mere cotnei- 
dence, but was forced to the conclusion that in 
some way or other the two affections bear relation 
to each other of cause and effect. 

Dr. Culton took issue with the paper. He thought 
the heart ought to have some credit for causing 
rheumatism. 

Dr. W. J. Hawkes didn’t believe in ascribing 
the origin of rneumatiem to the liver. It lay rather 
in the disordered condition of the nervous system, 
—— must be acted upon if the disease was to be 
cure a 

Dr. A. G. Beebe was disappointed with the 
paper, He had been telling his patients that there 
was some relation between the derangement of the 
liver und the rheumatism, and now Dr. Tocoker 
came in and stole his thunder, as it were. He was 
disappointed and disgusted, because he thought 
he had discovered something that the members 
generally didn’t know. [Laughter. ] And he was 
disposed to think vet that Dr. Tooker and himself 
wad looted something about this disease, and its 
relation to a disordered liver, that the others didn’t 
know of. (Renewed laughter.| Rheumatism, he 
believed, was due to the accumulation of effete 
material in the tissues of the body, and that ac- 
cumulation was due to the imperfect action of the 
liver. Just what the relation between rheumatism 
and the liver was bad not been settled, but the 
subject was important enough to deserve careful 
investigation. and he was glad the paper had made 
its appearance. 

Dr. Pratt suggested that perhaps Dr. Tooker had 
looked through his own liver, which he had admit- 
ted to be bad, and seen livers, On the same princi- 
pie that people who used green spectacles con- 
ceived everything to be of the same vetdant hue.

Dr. Smith adduced testimony of his own to the. 
effect that rheumatism might exist without any 
trouble of the liver, except of a secondary nature. 
He had lately been to the Hot Springs, in Arkan- 
sus, and testified to the favorable influences of the 
climate, the baths, etc. 

| PHTHISIS, 

Dr. J. D. Mitchell, of this city, read a paper 
giving the results of his acquaintance in a profes- 
sioual way with phthisis. ut of the 109 cases of 
this disease he had attended, 95 per cent 
were of the hereditary character. He 
thought that medical societies should con- 
sider the subject of preventix= marriages 
between persons of unsound health, instead 
of leaving the discussion of such an important 
matter to the disciples of free-loveism and other 
isms, the natural result of which was to boring dis- 
credit upon the sound opinion on this subject 
among all medical men that such marriages should 
be prevented. It would be well, he thought, if 
persons about to commit matrimony were to get a 
marriage certificate from some competent physician 
instead of from a magistrate. His hearers would 
readily imagine that the questions asked would be 
somewhat different. [Laughter]. The essayist 
then presented a very learned and very technical 
description of bis observations, 

At the conclusion of the reading of this paper, 
the Society adjourned until this morning.

INDIANAPOLIS8, Ind., May 22.—The State Medi- 
cal Society elected the foHowing officers to-day: 
President, L. Humphries; Vice-President, Ben 
Newland; Secretary, G. W. Woollen; Assistant- 
Secretary, G. W. Barton; Treasurer, I. C. Walk- 
er. A delegate anda contingent were appointed 
from each county to the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, which convenes in New York next month. 
A pumber of important and interesting papers were

HOM EBOPATHS. 

A meeting of representatives of the homeopathic 
colleges, in connection with the Indiana Institute 
of Homeopathy, was held, and a Society organized, 
called the Inter-State Conference of Homeopathic 
Medical Colleges. The College of Missouri at St. 
Louis, the Ohio Homeopathic Society of Cleveland, 
tne Medical Department of the lowa State Univer- 
sity, the Chicago Homeopathic College, the Public 
College of Cincinnati, and the Hahnemann College 
of Chicago were represented in the meeting. The 
following recommendations were agreed upon, to 
be carried out in the several colleges: The t'me of 
study shall be made actually three full years. Pre- 
liminary examinations shal! be required of all ma- 
triculates except graduates of regular colleges and 
bigh-schools, consisting of English scholarsnip, 
elements of chemistry, and physics. There shall 
be increase of the annual course of lect- 
ures to three each, be graded, 
with a minimum session of twenty-two 
weeks in each year. The Institute elected the fol- 
lowing officers: President, C. T. Corliss, of In- 
dianapolis; Vice-Presidents, F. L. Davis, of Ev- 
ansville, J. T. Boyd, of Indianapolis; Secretary, 
M. T. Runnels, of Indianapolis; Treasurer, J. R. 
Haynes, of Indianapolis. Drs. Haynes, O. 8. 
Runnels, and William Eggert were appointed del- 
egates to the American Institute of Homeopathy 
at Put-in Bay next month. A Legisiative Com- 
mittee was appointed to confer with a like com- 
mittee of the State Medical Society with reference 
to securing the passage of a law requiring all prac- 
titioners of medicine to undergo examination be- 
fore the State Board, and to require examinations 
each year.

CUSTOMS. 


Proceedings of the Commission Yesterday. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, May 22.—The Customs Commission 
to-day began inquiry into the sugar trade, the 
effect upon it of the present tariff, and the feeling 
of the dealers with respect to the Tariff bill pre- 
pared dy Representative Wood. Five well-known 
importers testified before the Commission, —L. N. 
Faller; William A. Booth, of Booth & Edgar; 
Robert Hewitt, of J. M. Cebalis & Co.; Solon 
Humphrey, of E. D. Morgan & Co.; and Paal 
Brooks, of Brooks & Co. The examination was 
searching. Mr. Philo Shelton, the Boston member 
of the Commission, who is thoroughly versed in 
everything that ‘relates to the sugar interest, 
being the examiner. The witnesses condemned 
the present tariff, and were equally strong in de- 
nouneing the Wood bill. They were in favor of 
specific duties. One gentleman who is opposed 
to the Wood bil appeared before the 
Commission with apparatus to illustrate 
the inefficiency of the polariscope. There 
are about 450,000 tons of sugar imported into 
New York annually in about 1, 000 cargoes. Witb 
the use of the polariscope, it would only be 
necessary to test about fifty pounds of sugar to ob- 
tain standards for the estimates for the duty to be 
levied on this gross amount. He was op dto 
the use of the polariscope, because convinced it 
was an instrument by which frauds could 
effected.

THE PRESBYTERIANS, 

‘Pirtssurns, Pa., May 22.—The Presbyterian 
General Assembly met at 8 o’clock this morning. 
The Rev. Mr. Fulton presented a paper setting forth 
that the representative position of our United States 
naval officers, their eminent social rank, and their 
international religious influence when decisively 
Christian, make it a matter of the first importance 
that the Cadets in the course of their training at 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis, who may have 
gone from Presbyterian families, be kept under 
Presbyterian supervision, and be not lost through 
negiect to our denomination. 


Resolved, That this Assembly urgently request Pres- 
byterian parents who have sons in the Navai Academy, 
and all pastors and sessions of congregations from 
which they have gone, to watch with special solicitude 
over their religious associations. 


Referred to a committee. 

The Moderator announced the Committee on 
Correspondence with the Church of Scotland as 
follows: The Rev. E. Hatueld, D. D.; the Rev. 
William M. Paxton, D. D.; and Elder Belknap. 

The oraer of the day, the reception of the report 
of the Committee on Foreign Missions, was here 
introduced. 

The report was read by the Rev. Dr. E. D. 
Morris, of Cincinnati, Chairman. The report 
shows the receipts of the Board from all sources 
to have been $463,351.66; expenditures, $511, - 
180. 92, including the debt of $43,039.98 at the 
end of last vear. 

Early in this year the gift of $50,000 by Mrs. 
John C. Green extinguished the debt, and left 


nearly $7,000 toward the current expenses. Know- 
ing that the country was still in a depressed pecu- 


niary condition, which was likely to affect seriously | 


the income of the Board, all its expenses at home 
and abroad were carefully scrutinized. and its 
whole work was conducted so as to guard against 
the recurrence of another deot. It is therefore 
with unusual regret that the Board has to report a 
deficiency atthe end of the year of no less a sum 
than $47,329.36. This deficiency did not occur in 
the gifts of the women of the church, throagh their 
auxiliary boards and societies, for their donations 
are about the same as the amount given by themin 
the preceding year. Itis believed that in no for- 
mer year of the history of the missions was greater 
self-denial and more lioeraiity displayed in their 
support, but in far too many instances, through 
want of cousideration chiefly, no support has been 
given, and great embarrassment is the result. 

Tue report brought forth considerable diseus- 
sion. The Rev. Dr. Lowry said the most impor- 
tant question to be considered is one of — — 
Suall the Board go forward, or shall it retreat? in 
the face of a debt of $47, 000, a deiicit of $50,000 
in the contributions, and the depression ail over 
the country, what oughtto be done’ There is 
ground to anticipate that better times are coming 
when the ability of the Church to give to all 
beneficent purposes will be correspondingly in- 
creased. While 2, 799 churches contributed to the 
cause $123 each, on an average not less than 2, 354, 
or 45 per cent of the whole number, made no con- 
tribution. If tue churches would add but 10 per 
cent to the present receipts, no reduction in the 
work would be required. If they would add 20 per 
cent the entire debt can be paid and the 
great work go on without emoarrassment. The 
time will soon come when in the remotest parish of 
the land the people will be educated oy all prac- 
ticable methods into prayerful and gonerous sym- 
pathy with the momentous work of mssions, 

immediately after the Assembly convened in the 
afternoon the report of the Committee on Church 
Erection was read vy the Chairman, the Rev. John 
MacHolmes, D. D. From the report of the Board 
on Church Erection, it appears that applications for 
aid have been received from 248 churches, 
asking for appropriations to the amount 
of $142, 500. Lack of funds bas 
compelled the Board to refuse a large number o: 
these requests, but they bave nevertheless granted 
lioeral aid to 149 churches under the care of 
eignty-seven Presbyteries and scattered over twen- 
ty-eight States and Territories. Add to these 
forty-eight churches begun and not completed at 
the beginning of the fisual year, and it will be seen 
thatthe Board nas helped im the erection of 984 
churches since the date of the last annual report. 
In several cases this aid has been given to charches 
on the very verge of extinction, and in at least a 
dozen instances have prevented ihe sale of valuable 
property, or have redeemed itafter having been 
sold by the Sheriff. During the year only 2,400 
churches have given anything to the Caurca 
Extension Fund, leaving 3, 020 churches altogether 
delinquent. The contributions during the past 
twelve months are less by over $7,000 than the 
sum reported a year ago. It is true that the agzre- 

te receipts of the Board have been greater than 
ast year by $642, but is due to the increase of 
legacies received and lands sold. The Committee 
also offered a series of resolutions recommending 
greater care on the part of ail Presbyteries in 
recommending churches to the funds of the Board, 
and naming members of the Board for the ensuing 
toree years. 

The report of the Committee was accepted, and 
ail the recommendations adopted. 

Dr. R. M. Patterson, of Philadelphia, Chairman 
of the Committee on Reduced Representation, pre- 
sented their report. After rehearing the numerous 
plans for a reduced membership of the Assembly 
which had been submitted to and considered by the 
Committee, the report concludes as follows: 

After a careful investigation of the whole sub 
ject of reduciion, and a free interchange of views, 
the Committee with hearty unanimity recommend 
that the General Assembly adopt the following 
overture for transmission to the Presbyteries: 

Shall Chap. 12, Sec. 2, of the Form of Govern- 
ment be so amended as to read as follows: 

The General Assembly shail consist of Commission- 
ers, Bishops, and prey en nearly as possibie equal in 
number, elected by the Presbyteries. The basis of rep- 
resentation shall be the number of ministers and com- 
municants combined, as given in the annual statistical 
reports made to the General Assembly. The first ratio 
of representation under this ruie shall be one Commis- 
siouer from each Presbytery containing not more than 
3. O0 ministers and communicants combined, and each 
Presbytery containing more than 3. 000 and not more 
than 6,000 ministers and communicants shall send two 
Commissioners, and each Presbytery containing 
more than 6, 000 and not more than 
9, GOO ministers d communicants shall 
send four Commissioners, and in the proportion of two 
additional Commissioners for each and every additional 
3, C00 ministers and communicants, or fraction thereof; 
and when the number of Commissioners would on the 
existing ratio exceed 350, the General Assembly may 
change the ratio so as to reduce the size of the body. 
Each Presbytery in existence on the 16th dayof May, 
1878, shall be entitied to at least one Commissioner; 
but Presbyteries that may be thereafter instituted, con- 
taining less than S00 ministers or communicants, shall 
not be entitled tn Commissioner until their ministe- 
rial =< communion polls shall have grown to that 

umber. 

4 Each Synod shall at its stated meeting ascertain 
from the statistical reports made to the General Assem- 
bly the number or Commissioners to Wich its several 
Presbyteries will be entitled on the established ratio, 
and in the cases of Presbyteries entitled to but one 
Commissioner each shall declare which shall elect a 
minister aud which an Elder, alternating them as far as 
possible from year to year between stated meetings of 
synods and the meeting of the General Assembly to 
which the Commiseioners are to be appointed. fhe 
Presbyteries shall elect ‘according to the number of 
their ministers and communicants, and according to 
the arrangements of their synods as herein provide

JOHN T. CORCORAN. 


Sudden 


Death of the Ex-Alderman at 1 
O'Clock This Morning. 
Ex-Alderman John T. Corcoran died suddenly at 

his residence, No. 427 North LaSalle street, at 1 

o'clock this morning, of anaerism of the heart. He 

had been stightiy indisposed for some time past, 
but was tolerably well and around town at So'clock 
last evening. 

Mr. Corcoran had been ailing for over a year 
with an aneurism of the aorta, and has suffered 
badly during all that time. Recently, 
hewever, he had begun to recuperate, and 
has taken frequent walks down- town 
during the past few fine days. He was down 
anfeng his friends yesterday afternoon, but. feel- 
ing badly, went home early in the evening. About 
9 o’elock he was suddenly taken III, 
and said he thought his last hours 
were near at hand. Growing rapidly 
worse, Dr. A. J. Baxter was summoned, and he 
remained at his bedside until the end,—some two 
hours later. The Rt.-Rev. Dr. McMullen was 
with him also in his last moments, and adminis- 
tered the holy rites of the Catholic Church. 

Subjoined is a sketch of his life, which is neces- 
sarily short, owing to the lateness of the hour: 
John T. Corcoran was born in 1836 in Killarney, 
Ireland, and was therefore at the time of 
bis death about 42 years of age. When but 
5 weeks old his parents removed to Ottawa, 
Ontario, where they remained about eight years. 
Thence they removed to this city,: and Mr. Cor- 
coran’s father soon became proprietor of 
the St. Louis Hotel, a structure that 
on Washington street near Franklin, and 
which was subsequently burned. The father 
died in 1854, and a lucrative grocery business was 
left in the legacy. John took Rome a this, and 
also provided for six younger children. e saw 
more in hotel life, and he soon abandone 
the grocerv for the old Continental 
Hotel. Thence he conciuded to cater to railroad 
travelers, and located in the Hatch House, which 
was burned in the great fire. but which occupied 
the site adjoining the Wells street 3 

Mr. Corcoran was, from the time of attaining to 
manhood, considered a political power in the 
southern portion of the North Division. This 
found revognition in his election as Alderman 
of the Twentieth Ward in 1872, hne form- 
ing an important factor in the make-up 
of the People’s party. Subsequently he was elect- 
ed to a second term, at the close of which he made 
a strong run for the nomination of Sheriff on the 
Democratic ticket, but was beaten by the present 
iucumbent, Mr. Kern.

| THE PHONOGRAPH. 


An Exhibition of Edison’s Won- 
derful Talking Machine. 


Many of the Experiments a Positive 
Success---Others the Reverse. 


The Instrument Must Be Regarded as 
Only in Its Infancy. 


One of Edison's phonographs made an appear- 
ance before a large audience yesterday afternoon in 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church, and talked 
and sang itself hoarse,—or rather talked and sang 
until its litte diaphragm became cracked. The ex- 
hibition was intended to be for the benefit of the 
press and various gentlemen Of the city interested 
in scientific appliances, but there was a t de- 
mand for invitations, and at the hour 42. — — 
the performance the auditorium of the church was 
filled nearly to the extent of its capacity, man 
ladies being present. Mr. George H. Bliss. a well- 
known electrician, assisted by Mr. George R. Me- 
Donnell, manipulated the instrument, which was 
placed on a table upon the platform. : 

It was nota very formidable-looking machine, 
being easily lifted, and not occupying more than 
two square feet of space. There was an iron cyl- 
inder apout five inches in diameter and six in 
length, having a thread cut into it screw-shaped. 
An axie extending through the cylinder projected 
at each end, and also having a screw-thread cor - 
responding to that on the cylinder. At one end 
was an ordinary crank, by which thecylinder could 
be rapidly and easily revolved, At end of an 
arm extending from the front side was a contriv- 
ance called the diaphragm, becanse it waé as close 
an imitation to the diaphragm of the human throat 
as could be devised. This diaphragm could be 
swung around until it almost touched the face of 
the cylinder. it consisted of a small plate or disk 
of thin steel, having a concave surface intended 
to catch the sound, attached to 
which on the under side was a minute 
needle, which, when the diaphragm was in place, 
wouid prick or slightly touch the cylinder. In 
order to work the instrument, it was only necessar 
to wind a sheet of tin-foil about the cylinder an 
talk or sing into the mouthpiece. The vibration of 
the air would cause the needle toindent the tin-foil, 
the cylinder, of course, being reyolved during tne 
éperation. After the speaking Was finished it was 
necessary to swing back the mouth-piece and turn 
the cylinder back to the starting point. Then 3 
cone-shaped funnel] was attached to the diaphragm, 
which was again placed in position, and the phono- 
graph was ready to report the sounds which had 
been previously voiced into it, 

AFTER MAKING AN EXPLANATION 
of the workings of the instrument, Mr. Bliss pre- 
ceeded to give the audience à practica) illustration 
of its powers. Leaning over the mouthpiece, he 
exclaimed in a voice that must have been audible 
across the street: 

‘*Halloa! Halioa! Mr. Phonograph, are you 
there!?“ ‘ 

This salutation, which might have been addressed 
with great propriety to the ghosts at a spiritual 
seance, was faithfully echoed back by the phono- 
graph a few moments later, after the cylinder had 
been turned back. The voice of the instrument 
was weak, but it was evidently there. 

Al right! all right!“ shouted the operator, 
and All right! all right!“ came the faint and 
seemingly far-off response. 

Mr. Bliss explained that he was not an experi- 
enced hand at this kind of speech-making, and he 
might not do entire justice to the instrument, 
However, he would try again: 

The phonograph presents its compliments to 
the press of Chicago and ite friends assembled to- 
day to witness its performances." 

This sufficiently long sentence came out of the 
funnel, not without several breaks, yet intelligible 
to the careful listener. The lecturer then turned 
to the audience and said that the phonograph was 
yet in its infancy, bat had already learned the 
alphabet. He therefore addressed the precocious 
infant as follows: 

Say, Mr. Phonograph, can you say your let- 
ters? Let us see what you cando: A, b, e, d, e, 
f, K. h., 1. J. k, l, Mm, u, O, P. d, r, 8, t, u, v., W. X. 


57, E. 
" Evidently the phonograph was strong on the al- 
phabet, for each letter came out plainly, to the 
great delight of the audience, who applauded loudly, 

‘* We will now examine the instrument in speli- 
ing. said the lecturer, and turning to the willing 
machine spoke into it as follows: 

** Spell b-o-y. boy, g-i-r-l, girl, h-a-t, hat,” 

The operation was performed as indicated, al- 

thongh the word girl was enuncisted plainer than 
any of the rest, as if the phonograph had a special 
fondness for that section of the human race. 
- ** Try Massachusetts. continued Mr. Bliss; and 
after him the machine repeated, M-a-s-s-a-c-h- u- 
s-e-t-t-s. The numbers from one up to twenty 
were also given. 

Now we will drop into poetry, ’ said Mr. Bliss, 
dou ptiess having in mind the illustrious Mr. Wegg; 
and accordingly he repeated the stanza: 

Mary had a little lamb, 
ita feece was white as snow, 
And everywhere that Mary went 
The lamb was sure to go. 

The instrument rambled and slurred a little on 
the first part of this piece, but came out strong and 
triumphantly on the last line. 

AFTER GIVING AN IMITATION 
of a stammering person, which did not work very 
successfully, the lecturer informed the audience 
that Mr. Edison, the inventor, had lately struck a 
new lead in the discovery of the carbon telephone, 
by which people would be able to distinguish 
sounds ata distance of ten feet from the instru- 
ment. Already people had conversed together be- 
tween New York and Washington. He then re- 
peated into the phonograph the nursery rhymes: 
Hickory, hickory, dock! 
The mouse ran up the cloek; 
Tha clock struck one, and down he run, 
Hickory, dickory, dock! 

The first and last lines of this charming piece 
were returned with especial clearness. The 
lecturer then rattled off a string of slang phrases, 
sometiuing as follows: 

Oh, say. you dry up! Pull down your vest! 
Dry up! Go West, young man! Wipe off your 
chin! etc.”’ 

The next performance was the singing of Yankee 
Doodle by Mr. C. M. Smith. The first attempt 
was hardly successfal, only a mere jumble of un- 
recognizabie sounds coming out of the funnel. A 
second trial was happierin its results. The tune 
and most of the words were comparatively plain. 


The singer then gave a stanza of the song 


There was an old nigger, 
And his name was Uncle Ned. 

„Now,“ said Mr. Blies, Iwill repeat the 
names of some of the prominent citizens; and he 
rehearsed rapidly the names of J. D.. Caton, 
Marsnall Field, George L. Dunlap, John V. Far- 
well, Anson Stager, etc. 

The entertainment closed with cornet-playing by 
Mr. Carrey, which was perhaps the most success- 
fulof the whole. The tune was returned with 
wonderful fidelity.
